made, the Senate, at a ratio of 11,740, bhall 
Consist of thirty-three members aud be ap- 
portioned as follows," &c., aud so of the 
House; yet it was asserted that the Legisla- 
ture failing this year to make an apportion- 
men t, the people of the State would be thrown 
back upon first principles, anterior to the 
Constitution, and that each county would 
send to the next Legislature the number of 
members she would believe herself entitled 
to, bringing anarchy and confusion into our 
Legislative Halls, a state of things no well- 
wisher of his country could look forward to 
otherwise than with the greatest apprehen- 
sion and alarm. " 


Our Constitution makes no provision for 


a state of Bevolution. Our Pathers who 
framed it, never entertained tbe idea that 
their descendants, representatives nf the peo- 
ple, could so far forget their duty as to pro- 
duce such a state of things by refusing to per- 
form duties imposed upon them by their 
oaths of office. 


The principles of our party, to which we

The attention of members of the British 


Parliament has been roused by the State 
law of Smith Carolina imprisoning free men 
of color who come there in vessels from a 
distance, by which the liberty of a British 
subject, (a colored man named l>nwers,~) 
had been invaded, as is alleged, contrary to 
the laws of nations, and in contravention of 
the treaty of 1*1 "> between the United 
States arid Great .Britain, under which all 
subjects and citizens of the two countries 
were to be permitted freely to enter and re- 
side in, and freely quit the territory of each. 
The British Government, according to the 
statement- of Lord I'almcrston. had let the 
matter rest since 1847, Mr. ]3uchanan then. 
iu reply to a remonstrance, having assured 
it that 'the United States Government had 
no power over the State laws. 
A London 


letter, to the Philadelphia North American, 
however, says :

tive to this question of seizing colored Brit- 
ish subjects in South Carolina aud Louisi- 
ana, will be sent to Washington by to-night's 
mail.
